b. At tbst tlee, BGHABIT ehould pick bin on e fairly 
serious charge pertaining (allegedly) to the real subject, ibis 
would give the iapostor only two possibilities t either continue 
to dale to be the "real HoCoy", thereby taking a chance to face 
trial under the charges on which ho was picked up, cr he nay then 
deny to be the "reel" one, admitting being an l^oator, in which 
case he nay be held end prosecuted for other charges, such aa 
lj^wrso nation, false documentation and possibly others) 

c. Once arrested, the l^wator should be grilled by a content 
interrogator in order to establish answers for tbs following questions t
